These courses are directly applicable to Seen meee 
continuing responsibility for medical microbiological and 
epidemiological research, They are equally valuable to 


his responsibility for the medical aspects of defense 
against biological warfare. 


In accordance with the projected university program; 
the trainee will be able to spend three full work-days on 
the job per week. 


This training is vital to any evaluation of medical 
microbiological, epidemiological, and related biological 
warfare research, and would form the basis for proposed 
studies of the impact of contagious diseases on the Soviet 
economy and military establishment. When integrated with 
.the technics acquired during the past two months, as well 
as last year, a method for analysis of yet inadequate 
Soviet research on control and reporting of contagious 
diseases can be formulated. Studies of this type have 
already been hypothesized in Medicine Division, on the basis 
of allesource information, The contribution of these 
analyses to the removal of certain intelligence gaps is 
evident.
